The member, of the former 
Government., pcthaps, entertain a prejudice 
against thoae who have matt warmly opposed 
tieftt, when they were not matter! of their own 
We have a atrong impression that 
e entire Australiai were to contribute their 
several legislators to one body, and were certain 
principle! of Government offered for their ac- 
ceptance, it would be found that political life 
baa, throaghout, only one temperature, and that 
the policy of the Australian world is already 
decided by the very lawa of its social and 
geographical position. This will be more and 
more- recognised, end it will be found that the 
material of Government mult be tougnt In the 
intelligence, property, and public apirit, and not 
in the political antecedent! of our public men. 

No queation ii so interesting to our English 
readers aa that which relates to the disposal of 
the waste lands. It may be laid down at aeltled 
that the upiet price of £1 per acre will not be 
disturbed. In Victoria and South Australia no 
party has expressed any desire for change ; and, 
e inept in a few random propositions on. the 
Is listings, none in New South Waits have de- 
finitely demanded it- In Victoria the Assembly, 
by an unanimous vote, haa affirmed 
the upset price of £1. The Bngtiih 
creditor whose security it partly in the land 
fund, may therefore rely that this upset price 
will remain untouched. Indeed, such haa been 
the change In the value of money tn the colony 
in iti relation to labour, and tuck hat been the 
increased coat of surveys, that if 
reduction took place it would be 
while wiling the land at all. 

There will be however extensive changes in 
the' mode of alienation. Great and just 
eomplaintt are nude that the quantity of 
land thrown into the market has not been 
sufficient, and this complaint was scarcely met 
by proving that m consider! ble quantity offered 
for talc remain! uniolrL The Government it 
bound not only to offer lead for tale, but to 
offer the belt land in the moat desirable aitn- 
atlont for agricultural porpaiaa, This haa not 
been sufficiently done. Probably there are, in 
tome irutancee, alleged Tested rights, which in* 
tersoee a difficulty ; but those Tested rurhta 
will be doubly imperilled by permitting them 
to obi tract what it iiridrotly demanded by the

■Bade to prevent the vexatious operation of Im- 
pounding lawn.we h*T» no doubt that the wishes 
of the great man of the people will be fully 
met. There can be no considerable party who 
would be so mad aa to interfere with the pastoral 
interests of the country, or disturb the tenure of 
those sheep run* which era in not any army re- 
quired tor the use of the colonial population. 
In all the colonies thee* quet'iom are 
of transcendent imparl anoe. We cannot imagine 
that any Ministry, of whatever party, will 
neglect them, or diipoaa of them la any other 
than a liberal spirit. Large views upon the 
land question will be embodied in our future 
legislation. While on the on* aide the right* 
that have been guaranteed by law, and sane- 
tionsd by com patent authority, will be bald 
inviolable, the more opulent classes mutt re- 
member that their position will be rendered 
all the more secure by meeting every 
fJopukr claim founded in jutlice. 
No one can suppose that a few thousand people, 
however rttinuble, will hold In poaaMiloa a new 
world. 

Connected with this important queition la 
another of scarcely leu moment, the importation 
of people from Europe. 

The e migration system will undergo an im- 
mediate change. We cannot doubt that It it 
both inevitable and desirable that the old system 
ahould be terminated. All who are Waiter 
introduced to the colonies will be brought out 
by the intermediate action of individual colonists 
themselves. Famitiet settled here require the 
power to remove from Europe those who would 
gladly follow them, if Bundled with the neces- 
sary means. From the close connection of the 
colonies with each other, and the facility of 
migration, it it found that (hose who largely 
expend in promtlcuons emigration are often 
merely supplying their neighbours with labour. 
The emigrant who ia paid for out of the treasury 
of one colony ships himself by the next steam- 
boat for another.

The trad* of New flouth W*! es ia in a healthy 
condition. The number of insolvent, it not 
great, and the banks make no complaints 
of irregularity In monetary matter*. Considera- 
ble inter-colonia! trade ia generated by the 
variation of the markets, greatly to the 
advantage of all, Unfortunately, there 
ie a atrong tendency In the English trade 
to tun into ell sorts of eccentricities, and 
to heap particular colonies with *xcsssdve 
merchandise. The delirium, however, doe* not 
always affect the mercantile people connected 
with all the colonial simultaneously, and thus 
there is some chance that the periodical ple- 
thora, of one may be relieved by the draft* of 
another. The greatest advantage which ws 
eoutd hope for from (team communication, and 
on* that will be equally participated in by the 
mercantile interest* of England, ia a rapid check 
to excessive shipment., which aontetinu* appear 
to be the result of mere gambling or commer- 
cial insanity. 

The state or the revenue u also satisfactory, 
and there seem* no reason to apprehend that 
any greater amount of taxation will be r*. 
quiaite. 
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Tut commencement of the overland mail service, 
according to the terms of the recent contract 
with the Europesn and Australian Mail Com- 
pany, ha* not been marked with that succeis 
which the performances hitherto of the veiMle 
employed had led us to anticipate. Th* 
Australian Mail Service seems destined 
to be subject to mishap.. The first 
Toyage of the pioneer vessel that was 
to hive opened np the new route, ha* 
been brought to a premature conclusion. The 
Oneida, which ought to have been by this time 
off the Australian coast on her way back from 
Suez with the February mitla, it lying disabled 
in our harbour, while the heavy homeward 
mail which she ahould have delivered 
will not raach it* destination till two 
months after date, The disappointment to th* 
colonists ia grett, aa is also th* inconvenience. 
To the Company the lota will be heavy, and 
discouraging.

It Is no consolation to the colonies that they 
save part of the promised aubetdy in proportion 
to the forfeit* of th* Mail Company. The* 
would much rather be called upon to pay the 
eitn premiums which are to be aararded tor extra 
speed. They desire to see .the postal service 
efficient, and th* Company which performs it 
prosperoui, and they are willing to contribute 
liberally to secure this. 

There is no reason to magnify the accident 
that has happened to the Oneida, or to make it 
an augury of future mUfortune*. A fracture of 
the machinery miy happen to any vessel engaged 
in a service which tasks all it* powera, and the 
occurrence ia not to be considered more signi- 
•loant of failure, because It happened at the out- 
set of theetrvice, than if it had takes place at a 
subsequent period. The Company has given 
considerable proif, both of its wish an! it* 
ability to do full justice to the work it has taken 
in hud, and it must be judged by those effort* 
taken aa a whole, and not by an isolated mis- 
fortune, whatever may be the amount of 
vexation end disappointment that misfortune 
may occasion. It is said that the bed- 
plate of the Oneida's engine, the fracture of 
whioh h-* caused alt the mischief, waa broken 
before the vessel left England, and was mended 
in order to eave th* expena* of replacing it with 
a new one. If so it only ihbwt that * patch- 
work policy in great undertaking* ia not profit- 
able. The first cost of proriding everything 0 f 
th* most efficient character is less than tbs cost 
ultimately entailed. Parsimony at the begin- 
ning is anything but economy in the end. In 
vessels sent so far from home, ud on to im- 
portant ud trying a service, every precaution 
should be taken to avoid mishaps, and nothing 
ahould be trusted to good liack. The Company 
have learnt ■ leaeoa from which they may 
profit, and the colonist* who have sometimes 
been disposed to grumble at the amount 
of the vubaidy, have been ahown that if the grant 
Is large, the riaka and charges to which the 
Company Is exposed are proportionately grant. 

Ws are at present in a state of utter uncer- 
tainty a. to the fate of the February mail. It 
may possibly be forwarded by some special 
i u»am«r, but w* shall most likely receive It on 
or about the 9th of May, when It will arrive In 
the Simla in company with the March mail. 



Obixbtatioh* audi at St. Leonard's, North 
Shore, Sydney, during the Kct.in* or tk* 
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The weather for a few day* previous to th* 
26lh March bad bean extremely variable and 
un*tttl*d. Much rain had fallen at Inter- 
val., with wind from E. end B.E., bringing 
masses of cleudl which eventually overspread 
the iky, ud which, though very thin, concealed 
the start. Th* asth waa showery, and the night 
a Vers sat. On the SGth, at 3 a.m., the iky was 
generally clouded, with few openings of blue ; 
at sunrise the aky was still concealed, except 
along the eastern and louth-weatamhoriion ; arid 
a* the result verified, itwai most unfa voursblt for 
observation! on th* eclipse. In common, how- 
ever, with thousands in the colony, I was very 
anxious to take advantage of anch opportunities 
u might offer, and therefore I made arrange- 
ments to turn the timt to ueonnt by watching the 
meteorological phenomena, in case the eclipse 
Ihould h* invisible. 

I selected a elation exactly W. i- B. of the 
Light-home on the Booth Head, four and a half 
miles distant from it, ud at th* exact level of it* 
base, which 1* 271 feet above the as* ; and ai 
tbe sun roxe 16* N. of the Light-house, over a 
gap atth* north end of the Silica range, I had aa 
favourable a position as I could with for, with 
reipect to the vicinity to which I wu obliged to 
confine myself, being unable to accompany the 
Rev. Mr. Scott, (he Astronomer, to the South 
Head, til I intended. I had, however, 
his temporary observatory, near the 
Light-house, full [ n view, and bad 
the pleasure of watching all his movements 
through ray teleeeope. The crowd ol persons 
on foot, on horseback, ud in carriages, eon- 
peaaisg along the Light-noun ridge 
i field of view very animated ; and 
I speedily aaw by th* ahorlncsa of their stay, 
and the qnieknett of their movements, that the 
disappointment respecting the weather was 
ouite as great to them a* to 
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The inatrumenta which I had at hand con- 
sisted of every good achromatic telescope, of thirty 
inches focal length, and three inches aperture; 
a cistern barometer, which bad been compared 
with the Royal Society' t Standard ; an aneroid; a 
wet-bulb hygrometer; e maximum and minimum 
instrument ; a thermometer with the scale re- 
moved j ud a solar radiation thermometer (No. 
12r>o), lent to me by th* Astronomer Royal. I 
wu eaiiiltd in my observation* by Mr, M. W. 
8. Clark.. R. A, who had with him a theodolite 
armed with green shades. 

It will save trouble to arrange my remarks 
under separate heads. 

1. Sub Ave.—A beam of red light end a 
considerable effulgence along the edgee of a 
bank of cirro cumuli preceded the appearance 
of the aun. Between him and th* edge of a 
canopy of cirri and stratus, which completely 
covered tbe sky from north to avuth, there wu 
a band of yellowish clear cloudliai space, 
through which the tun eihibiting the moon 
concealing about a third of the upper part or 
his disc, rapidly ascended and became hidden 
from view, the eclipsed portion occupying, 
before bis disappearance, lata than his serai area.

At the 4***n*n increased , 
an indescribable solemnity ud indistinctness 
threw a gloom over the city, hiding from view 
or only partially exhibiting the crowdi that 
thronged all the particularly-inviting eminences 
and point, of view. Nor wa* tjus diminiihsd, 
but rather increased, by the mingling of dull 
brownish-yellow dirty itreaka ol light along 
tbe- eugee of the cloud, and smoke. Th" 
scene was one which I cannot depict, 
but it had a strangeness, and so 
to apeak, u awful character about it, which 
will not eutly be effaced from my mind. 
Without wishing to be poetical, I cannot help 
laying, that in that unusual darkness and 
gloominess, when the sun wm ahut out com- 
pletely, the appearance of Sydney and her peo- 
ple wu one whioh gave the idea of something 
tertibl* about to com* upon them. This ap- 
pearance™ much heightened by the volumes 
of low-lying smoke that were being poured out 
just above the houses. 

The luddeonsM with which thi veil of dark- 
ness was let down above the clouds wu not so 
greet u the relief sffjrded in about two minutes 
afterward!, when the upper limb of the snn 
became uncovered, and the light wu that down 
from above lighting up the clouds, and bringing 
out in en instant all the ulient features 
of the landscape into their usual prominence. 

S. Auti'rtetaeu of tUurn— Being anxious to 
Obtain some comparative estimate of the dis- 
tinctness of vision, I turned the telescope upon 
different obiectc, The Flagstan* at Fort Phillip 
was one of the in. Up to the time or the 
gre*teit ot»curation,Iwu able to decipher very 
distinctly the various signals ; but at that timt. 
It waa impossible to do so. Hot could I read 
tbe word " Wuhington'' an the paddle- box of 
the steamer, though, immediately after, it wu 
plain enough at a distance of nearly two miles. 
The Flagstaff at Fort Phillip wu aaen through, 
the telescope very dearly, dining nearly all the 
eclipse of February 1st, 1881, from Newlands, 
Parramatta, and it wu made a test of vision 
at the time, by th* lite Admiral King and my- 
self, during our observations on thst occasion. 
But I do not believe, tbatthe stvf could have 
been teen from Newlindi on the 26th. The South 
Head Ridge ud th* Light-house were the most 
effective tests. Up to ft h. 4T m. the crowdi or 
peopl*. on bet, in carriages, ud on horseback, 
could be dHtinctly seen ; ud even th* harness 
of the homes and colours or the dogi were 
made out, together with the greetings and 
motementi of various group., especially those 
round the telescope, to the north of th. light- 
house : all these object! oscillated to and fro in 
tbe mirage. But when the sun wis put out, 
the diitfnctnese «aaad, and tbe people, he , 
looked like diminutive figures cut out of black 
paper fixed to a grey screen ; the whit* patta of 
a lady's dreu, before seen on the to* of tb* 
Light- ho use, becoming undiitinguis liable. Ne- 
vertheless, at no moment or the eciipae 
could the pencil matks aa 1 nude 
thara in my note book be Slid to be 
illegib'e, u waa the case with th* pencil mark* 
made during the great aolareclipse of July SBtb, 
1SS1, in Norway. Prob.blyth. clouds, which 
up to 2 SO a,m., were electrically lighted, sod 
tb* rliffued light from the tun beyond the 
moon's shadow, reflected from the under iur- 
feoei of the clouds, diminished the darkness, 
which always seems from contrast greater during 
an eclipse la clear weather, than on inch a morn- 
ing u that of tb* 36th instant. Certainly, 
though the appearance of Sydney wu whet I 
bate stated above, the dirkneia wu not total, 
nor WM there any necauity to use a candle 
(which 1 bar) prepared) to make my numoruda, 
u haa been frequently the ciae in total eclipses.

The next table will shew, that though the 
eclipse appear* to hav* produced a second via* 
at the time of greatest obscurity, yet the actual 
march of th. mercurial column wu in obedi- 
ence to the law or low tides as 3 o'clock ud 
high tides at 9 o'clock.

or greatest obscuration marked by minimum 
bijomatrio and gaseous pressure, and by tk* 
taut difference between dew point and dry bulb, 
and by thi gttatttt rtlotivt huimdily, which wu 
confirmed by an actual theugh trifling denoait of 
asnsibls dew, ud by a momentary ciiijUraess 
and dampness universally noticed. Points of 
nimbi also began to form in tbe senitli, and net 
en the rainy appearance. The clouds, no doubt, 
prevented the deposit of much dew at that 
time. 

Radiation. The black bulb thermometer ex- 
hibited little or no variation, sa might have 
been anticipated from th* state of tbe aky. 

S. Eftctt on litinp tv&jtcti. — The s« effect! 
ere often exaggerated by those who perceive 
them. But acme are indubitable. The leivai 
of folding acaciM, after opening, again closed. 
The song of bird., and the chirping of crickets 
ceased ; tame birds ud poultry shewed symp- 
toms of alarm at the darkness, and went to 
rooit Theie facte I give on my own testimony, 
and on that or petsona about m* ud on whom 
I can rely. . 

Children, I am told, tn more than one instance 
were extremely frightened ; and a company of 
workmen, who had besn ridiculing aloud the 
excitement of the peopl*, were aeen, at last, to 
Leave off work and put on their jacket, because 
night wu coming back again— -thus offering 
an evident lymptom of what they were too proud 
to acknowledge, but which they felt like others 
—or something unusual, something that meka* 
a man feel that there ia a power in Nature above 
man's philosophy or man', indifference-

It ia the buaineu of atateaman, a* far as pos- 
sible, to obviate any such jealousies by adapting 
the form of emigration to the present condition 
of society. 

The various colonies are now, however, an- 
tagonistic, and their interest i operate in different 
Way*.

W* have no doubt 
it will ba found that a gnat proportion of those 
who tit transmitted by hi* vessels will be 
related to thou who have preceded them. There 
ii no end to the multiplying tendency of this 
scheme of transmission.

Two letters have appeared- in this paper— one 
on tha IBth, and th* other on IBtb lnststtt-iu 
reference to the right of succession to the office 
of Chief Justice. Both are written by gentle- 
men of great legal research, Th* tint maintains 
that it ii inexpedient, and not according to ab- 
solute and established uaag*. to appoint a colonial 
Attorney- General to fill the office of Chief 
Justice, By the other It is maintained that 
Inch it th* usage— that the exception* do not 
trench upon the principle upon which that usage 
is based— that there are constitutional reason, 
for the practice, and that it ia expedient to 
adopt this routine whenever th* legal exigencies 
of New Booth Wain shall admit it. 

It ia not our intention, of course, to enter into 
any critical examination of ths English prece- 
dents, which irs quoted pro and eon. These 
are better understood by legal writer*, and re- 
quire an amount of minute research which can 
only ba expected from gtntltmen of the long robe. 
The history of legal appointments ie. to them, a 
subject of profound interest- Then is no pro- 



aumption, however, in persona not professing to 
enter deeply into professional lore, forming 
an opinion.. The point must ba deter mined by 
the Legislature, of which the laity form the chief 
element, and who are not likely to be greatly 
affected by nice legal distinction*.

Thil auccestion baa been often Interrupted In 
the course of British politic*, a* both th* letters 
referred to above sufficiently ihow. That which 
admits of numerous exception* can scarcely ba 
deemed of much fores in law or policy. In 
proportion as the exceptions become numerous 
they tend to reverse the president ; exception 
bicomes the rule, and the rule the excep- 
tion. 

Our first difficulty is in the nature of our 
political combination*. We have recently aeon, 
in two, if not three, of tha colonies, that th* 
appointment of Attorney. General hu been 
invelved in great ditBoultiei. The premier of the 
hour is obliged to seek a legal colleague. To accept 
the appointment must be supposed to imply 
politic*! concurrence, The Bar la extremely 
limited, and the selection of high legal func- 
tionaries it narrowed down to the dimensions of 
the party who happen to be in power. In th* 
late can of the Co we En Ministry the appoint- 
ment of the Attobjiey>Gbneb\*l wu con- 
fessedly the lut retort of political Indigence.

But who will affirm that thi* is 
th* ordinary result of political conflict; Even 
the instance referred to by the letter of the 18th 
March — toe elevation of Sir V. Fun-mo — 
■bow* bow uadeairable this order of succession. 
When a vacancy occulted In the Chief 
Justiceship. Mr. House, th* Puisne Judge, 
formerly Attorney- General himself, expected to 
be elevated to that office, but, In the meantime, 
tha then Attorney-General had signalised his 
real on behalf of transportation, and in all 
reipects had devoted himself with affectionate 
complaisance to the maintenance of the policy 
of convictism then in the ascendant. That Mr. 
FLXKixa, who arrived in thi colony without an 
appointment, wa* raised to the office of Chief 
Justice, and with the power to "make any 
Joan a lady," referred to by Our correspondent. 
Wa have understood that Sir Valektiso 
Fiikikg hu proved a -very able Chief Justice. 
So far well ; bur. the feeling of the Taamanlana 
at the time of hit nomination was that h* had 
gained his office by th* hearty support of a 
system which wm their abhorrence tnd their 
shame.

Those who signed the petition may be 
unacquainted with the operation of convictism 
in times put ; but to retain within any parallel 
a free population to labour tide by lide with a 
convict population it of course entirely out of the 
question. We are informed by Mr Hood that 
no lese than sixty convict* stmt out In one 
immigrant vessel to Mareton Bay. To him it 
appears mere fastidiousness that we should 
permit tuch a course of thing* without remon- 
strance, considering especially that thou men 
by the very fust opportunity would shift them- 
aelve* for Port Jackson. If they were brought 
out by the Emigration Fund, it wu by a 
robbery and a fraud whieh ought to lever 
our connection with the Commissioners for ever.

80 far as than expirees are concerned, if the; 
were lent out, not at our txpenee, but at 
their own expense, and arrived here in the 
condition of free men, we are not die posed to 
enquire very minutely about them. All we 
hope is that they will behave bettor in 
this country than they did in that which they 
forsook. TJnqueitionably, If this system i* to 
continue, it will be requisite to pus pro- 
hibitory laws ; for although to tome extent it 
may be endurable, it will loon prove an intoler- 
able burden. We have no wish to embsrrat the 
British Government— none to raise a fastidious 
outcry against men who have recovered their 
freedom and are disposed to behave themselves, 
with decency. We have no desire to drive from 
these shorei any who may bs willing to 
seek by industry and good conduct a restoration 
to social respectability. But anything which 
assume* the form of convictism — which raiaet 
np a marked class among ua— which impoatt 
excessive police burdens, and which other- 
wise tends to degrade these colonies, will 
deserve the most unrelenting opposition.

It give* t high notion of the power of British 
mmercuito find that in all bar colonies almost 
every article, except food, is supplied from her 
looms, bar forges, and her laboratories. How 
fat thit 1* to be deemed " a . pity " 
will depend upon th* balance between the 
countries which purchase the produce of English 
industry and the world at large. If upon the 
whole ths colonic* enjoy more of tbe comfort* or 
life by dtpindiag upon English irt and capital 
for the articles which require a morn advanced 
state of society for their production, they have 
no reason to murmur that they are bar cus- 
tomers. Those violent reproaches which local 
patriot! cut upon their neighbours for not 
making everything they wear and use, and not 
cutting off their commerce with tha world, will 
have bnt little effect if, upon the whole, 
mt are richer thi* year than lut, and 
are aurrounded by a greater number of comforts 
as tbe) result of our dependence on England. 
Th* commercial connections ol Great Britain 
do not, however, depend upon her political 

.11 nations, and her power i* at least at much 
extended by her merchants ai by her armlet ; 
it ia at least as much consolidated by 
monetary establishment!, iprinning from 
the metropolis and extending thou branches 
throughout th* civilized world, u by 
governors and commandaotr. Everything 
should be exactly estimated. We should not put

tha political and commercial power nf Great 
Britain upon a false basis, or consider as a loai 
that for which In some form or other we get 
paid. The colonial of England are foe com. 
merclal purposes one empire ; not, indeed, that 
they are preserved [n that unity by any exclusive 
laws— for commerce is almost free. The Influ- 
ence of kindred and relttinnahip, and the 
natural tendency of races having the time root 
to seek out a trad* with each other, will pit- 
urve this connexion In spite of political vicissi- 
tudes and governmental changes. 

The idea now put forth by Judge Ham nun- 
tor- has been many times thrown out. It WW 
discussed at large in ths first atsget of the 
great American dispute, and many distinguished 
men uttered the tame ory ; — make the colonies 
an integral pari of the empire : that ia— place 
ths inhabitants, of New York, Boston, and 
Carolina precisely on the same footing with the 
inhabitanti of London, Bristol, or Liverpool. 
Open to them, they laid, all the hananrt of the 
British Constitution — all the dignities and 
ttnolument* which are attainable by British 
subjects — let their diatinguithed men have 
eminent placet in the seat of empire— let 
them enjoy the distinction of rank — let 
them participate In tht exercise of central 
power — let ihem be called to tbe councils 
or th* State, and especially let their wtshaa 
bs well considered in all matters in refinance to 
their respective countries. Let them, as the 
representatives of colonial Interests, speak 
authoritatively to the British Parliament when- 
ever tbe Minister ia about to commit some act 
of fully or oppression. This theory, 10 striking 
and attractive, wu nrged with ill the force of 
eloquence long before HariaunTon wu born. 

But there are causes, both physical and moral, 
which would render all those arrangements 
nearly nugatory. In practice the colonies weald 
be even better pleased with the government of 
a Secretary of State, who had never seen a 
currency lad on hit native toil, than 
to hazard toe corrupt and partial ■election 
from their number of persons to receive the 
sunshine of Royal favour ; to have entry to thi 
councils of DowniDg-ttreet, and other wis* to 
arbitrate between the colonies and Great 
Britain. It it not difficult to see In what way 
the patronage would be diapoied of. While, 
in theory, all the offices and honour* of th* 
British Parliament would be open to Canadians 
and Australians, — sxcept by Iniuence* any- 
thing but colonial,— ih*y would never bs 
attainable by the native, of thou lands. 

Th* representation of the colonies in the 
Parliament of England— another proposition of 
Judge Har.inrjiTotr — appear* to ua to be 
wholly oat of th* quution. It may indeed bs 
possible for tha Canada, to tend representatives, 
bnt lava Australia* an exeludtd by distance, 
... ^byth.impouibllityof oommualtation. If 
and! any 



would form a grievance for th* rest, 
influence of t£i admitted, .0 f.i , 
orevaUtd in the Parliament, would . 
qufttinrjibly be la favour of their own 
countries, and, in matter* whir* rigid 
impartiality is desirable, would expose 
the Government to suspicion. Suppose 
ths question wtld Ibi guaranteeing of loans— 
the distribution of troops, or the defences of th* 
colonial empire — it is obvious thai the colonic* 
represented would bovi an advantage over that* 
not in the Parliament. Thus, whatever might be 
the recommendations of such a system to th* 
colonist* mors accessible to Great Britain, it 
would lessen tbe comparative weight of colonies 
in distant part* of the world In Ihe policy of 
Downing-ilreat. A partial admission of tome 
would, however, bt * virtual repudiation of 
sovereignty where that union wu admitted 
to be impouiblr. If thi arl mission of th*) 
Canadai, for instance, would be a boon and 
give greater securities to tbeir rights, and confer 
upon them any advantages u an integral portion 
of the empire^th* imposiibUityof admittina the 
Auitraliai would give them countervailing claim* 
fur other securities. Their independence of 
action must be augmented in proportion u tba 
oontroi and protection of the Crown and the 
British Parliament were impracticable. Thut, 
Instend of forming an empire, of which every 
colonv should ba an integral part, the only effect 
would be annexation of a part, and virtual re- 
pudiation of th* nut. If tha annexation 
were a political benefit, then exclusion 
roust be a political injury. We should have 
something of the system which pmaihd in the 
Roman Empire, where certain countries had the 
privilege of citizenship, and others were treated 
at province*. 

There is little danger, however, of thi* an- 
nexation or— following in its train— the enjoy- 
ment of office and honour by coloniett, oi taeM. 
The English people would be ratber chary of ad- 
mitting (he representatives of a colonial con- 
itituency to vote upon domestic out*. 
tiom in the English Commons. They 
would scarcely submit the determi- 
nation of laws, under which they were to 
live, to the vote* of gentlemen from remote 
villages and town* in Canada or Now 
Bruntwiok. Th* whole tcbeme it one of 
thoee delusions whieh glitter for a moment and 
explode tbe instant Ihey are touched. What- 
ever patronage ia In tbe hands of the Ministers 
of the day will ba employed for the btntai of 
their adherents. Whitover libertiei the eolo- 
niiti enjoy they must secure by taking upon 
themselves the burden of domestic govern- 
ment. Their subjection to the overriding and 
el l-ptrrading power of the British Crown must bl 
toe result of their cordial loyalty and goodwill 
todfto l^toibjajsttau It i. not noteible to 
them with vain promises of participating lax 
privilege* which are disposed of ia the centre of 
the empire; nor can they bt d anled with 
honour* which to the nature or thing* will often 
he conferred upon the unworthy— if confined 
at ill. 

At present the development of the colonic! is 
the result of many causes which have the force 
of a natural taw. To kick against them because 
they are displeasing to our pT*e_su* 
tastes and association! is childish absurdity .^Fe 
muat be content with an unornimented Stole— 
with a system of Oftvernntent adapted to a people 
who, whatever be the diversities of their origin, 
assume to claim an equality of right*, and will 
certainly assent to no other distinction t than 
those which arise out of th* performance of colo- 
nial services, or other than official rank. In thi* 
condition, governing themselves — regulating 
their own internal affairs— the colonies may long 
remain under tht British Crown, bnt it 
la childish for any man to pretend that there It 
the smallest chance of an incorporation, auch a* 
Har,iBtiBTonr hu demanded, or that the 
colonies *o remote could travel to any other 
destiny than that of self-government and ulti- 
mate independence. We look with almost equal 
dislike upon those who for th* mere gratifica- 
tion of peraoaal vanity, would precipitate us into 
a nation, and upon Ihoia who, under a morbid 
attachment to European antiquities, would 
endeavour to prevent Ihe consummation of a 
natural Uw illustrated by the history of all 
timet — that is, when a people are a nation dm 
facto they become a nation it fare.

Ah impressive sermon was then preached hy ths 
Rev. \v, rdacnuario Ccwper. from tha 17ih vers, 
of lhe ivil, chtpter or Bt John's Uq.rjel. The shureh 
or St. Miehacr., at now completed, is a fine and hand- 
some ediHoo of stone i it ia seated lo accommodate txXI 
persons ; ths sittings are all let excepting 
a certain number reserved aa free.
